I  too  was  somewhat  disapointed  with  our  results  todate,  but 
I  recognized  the  risk  when  we  started   —  so,  no  complaint. 

Well  —  as  to  what  to  do  now.   I  have  just  reviewed  all  of 
the  data  I  have  accumulated  since  starting  this  search.  Both 
your  s  and  my  own.   It  certainly  does  boil  down  to  one  key 
person,  the  father  of  John  C.  Richards.   Now,  according  to 
your  letter  which  traces  part  of  the  family  of  John  Richards, 
wife  Elsa,  it  would  seem  that  only  two  people  could  possibly 
be  the  father.  These  are  Benjamin  and  Hazelton.   I  agree  that 
the  censuses  of  18^+1  and  1851  might  reveal  the  clue.  However, 
before  going  further,  I  think  that  we  should  check  one  thing. 
That  is  the  staement  made  by  my  grandmother  concerning  a 
Richards  being  at  the  Battle  of  Boyne  under  William  III.  Such 
a  statement  may  have  been  family  myth,  or  maybe  not.  At  any  rate, 
can  you  show  that  the  line  of  John  Richards  (wife  Elsa)  goes 
back  to  that  event  in  history?

Dear  Dr.  Burleigh, 


Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  3  August.  Your  information 
concerning  William  Jenkins  has  been  duly  noted  on  my  charts  since 
your  Jenkins  and  my  Aunt's  Jenkins  were  both  tanners,  so  they 
are  undoubtably  the  same  —  at  least  to  a  high  degcee  of  prob- 
ability. 

Peter  James  Richards  was  either  the  father  or  the  uncle 
of  John  C.  Richards.  Louis  or  Lewis  was  a  very  real  person 
and  I  have  seen  his  photograph.  He  was  brother  or  cousin  of 
33KBS  John  C.  Richards.  Guildsford  was  the  second  name  of  my 
Grandfather,  James  G.  Richards,  according  to  his  daughter. 

My  Aunt  said  that  James  G.  spoke  gaelic,  and  I  presume  he 
learned  it  from  John  C.  —  or  Calista?  As  to  the  fluency  — 
who  knows? 

I  am  afraid  I  misquoted  my  cousin  —  she  is  descended  from 
Colburn  (not  Colburne),  but  she  made  no  claim  to  descent  from 
the  Canadian.   I  believe  I  suggested  the  possibility  the  John  C. 
might  be  a  relative,  but  you  have  disproved  that. 

The  middle  names  were  supposed  to  be  of  Premiers,  Governors, 
and.  Generals.  They  were  not  supposed  to  be  limited  to  Premiers. 
As  you  say,  this  may  be  a  family  myth,  and  apparently  it  is  true 
in  part  -  as  per  John  Colburne  Richards. 

I'm  glad  that  I  was  able  to  misspell  Tyendinaga  so  that  you 
could  recognize  it. 

Your  skeletal  lineages  are  certainly  remarkably  similar 
in  the  names  of  certain  people.  Concerning  Benjamin  of  Shannon- 
ville,  I  think  that  it  is  certain  that  John  C.  had  a  brother, 
Benjamin.   It  is  also  certainly  possible  that  the  Father  was 
Benjamin,  but  it  is  equally  possible  that  he  could  have  been 
Hazelton.  I  suspect  and  hope  you  are  corre  ct  in  your  suspicion 
that  the  two  families  are  the  same. 

Good  luck  to  us  with  the  census  records.

Dear  Hsgor: 

By  the  looks  «f  thingd  I  need  a  new  ribbon.  This  I  expect  to 

correct  at  the  first  opportunity, 

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  unpublished  narrative  of  John  Church 
Richards.  It  has  formed  the  basis  of  further  investigation  of  the  family.  Ad- 
mittedly, it  has  added  a  great  deal  to  what  was  already  known,  particularly  as 
it  indicated  new  avenues  of  search. 

As  might  be  expected,  there  are  some  errors,  mainly  of  omission, 
in  this  narrative.  I  might  ooint  out  a  few,  which  you  will  readily  discover,  no 
doubt. 

1.  The  correct  name  of  the  Anglican  clergyman  was  Langhorn,  not  McGlaughlin. 

2.  The  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew  was  in  the  year  1^72.  If  the  Ifelsh  guards- 

man of  l£72  is  the  Loyalist  Lieut.  John  Richards  who  served  in  1777-33, 
he  must  have  been  a  remarkable  man.  I  suspect  that  there  were  about 
six  or  seven  generations  between  these  two  outstanding  persons.  As  is 
well  knovm,  we  tend  to  dwell  on  our  most  important  ancestors,  for- 
getting, or  omitting  intervening  generations.  It  likely  happened  in 
this  instance. 

3.  There  must  be  an  error  in  the  700  mile  Journey  of  Lieut.  John's  wife. 

From  Schoharie  to  Kiagara  is  about  360  miles!  to  Oswego  about  l£0  miles; 
and  to  Ibntreal  about360  miles.  The  figure  7  might  be  an  error  in  trans- 
cription. 
k*  Irs.  Richards  must  have  carried  Daniel  and  led  Margaret  by  the  hand.  Her 
children  were: 

Owen,  born  about  1761. 

Jemima  born  in  1?6£  (she  was  13  in  1733) 

John,  born  about  1767, 

.-garet,  born  in  1771   (she  was  12  years,  0  months  in  17^3) 

Daniel,  born  between  1773  and  1777^ 

Xou  can  readily  see  that  there  is  no  published  genealogy  of  this 
Richards  family.  From  here  on  in  it  is  assumption,  elimination,  and  common  sense.

I  have  finally  completed  a 
booklet  on  the  RICHARD 
family  of  Amherst  Island  and 
Prince  Edward  County,  the 
result  of  over  seven  years 
research.  It  begins  with  a 
Welshman  who  was  a  guard 
in  the  French  king's  palace 
on  the  night  of  the  Massacre 
of  St.  Bartholomew's  Eve, 
August  23,  1572,  when  30,000 
French  Protestants,  or 
Huguenots,  were 
slaughtered.  Richard  was 
able  to  save  the  King's  life  by 
guiding  him  through  the 
palace  gardens  to  safety. 

His  grandson,  William 
Richard,  came  to  Canada  as 
a  soldier  in  1665.  He  remained 
there  when  his  regiment 
returned  to  France,  in  1677. 
As  a  Sergeant  of  Militia,  he 
accompanied  Count 
Frontenac  when  he  ascended 
the  St.  Lawrence  River  to 
found  Fort  Frontenac  at 
Cataraqui.  When  the 
primitive  fort  was  completed, 
Frontenac  returned  to 
Quebec,  leaving  Richard  and 
15  men  as  its  garrison.  Thus 
Richard  was  the  first  Com- 
mander of  Fort  Frontenac  for 
two  years. 

William's  son,  Jean  Bap- 
tiste,  was  a  voyageur,  later 
appointed  Interpreter  and 
Blacksmith  in  a  Miami 
village  in  Indiana.  Here  he 
married  the  halfbreed 
daughter  of  Lt.  Pierre  You,  a 
companion  of  La  Salle.  His 
son,  Jean,  as  a  young  man 
was  wounded  and  captured 
by  the  Sioux.  After  more  than 
three  years  of  captivity  he 
managed  to  escape.  He  head- 
ed eastward  toward  white 
people,  and  finally  ended  up 
in  a  settlement  on  the 
Schoharie  River,  near  Albany 
NY.  Here  he  married  a 
widow,  and  in  1777  became  a 
Loyalist  soldier  in  Butler's 


Rangers.  A  few  years  later  he 
was  made  a  Lieut.,  and  inter- 
preter. He  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Indian  store  in 
Oswego.  Here  he  remained 
until  the  Peace,  when  he  settl- 
ed on  the  Bay  of  Quinte.  Of  his 
children,  Owen  settled  in 
Prince  Edward  County,  John 
and  Daniel  on  Amherst 
Island.  One  daughter  mar- 
ried Lieut.  Oliver  Church, 
and  the  other  was  wife  of  Col. 
Hazelton  Spencer,  both  of 
Fredericksburgh. 

There  are  many  descen- 
dants of  the  King's  Guard- 
sman in  the  Bay  of  Quinte 
area,  also  in  Europe  and 
across  the  face  of  America  to 
California.
